Ggnifications. Your Neats tongue is the Hterog/yphic 
of paſtoral authority. And therefore the Pope, who 
calls himſelf Chrifts Vicar hath gota cap, which is 
called a Mer, and this cap is made in the ſhape of 
two tongues. Your Currants are purgers of the 
blocd and purifie the ſeat of Anger which is the 
ſpleen 5 therefore do they cauſe mirth in men, and 
revivethe ſpirits of times.

an ancient Engliſh author and of good authority, 
cel)s usn ſtory how that the Goths and Vandals com+ 
Ng into 7taly, and being angry at the Romans, did 
rhreaten to cut them as ſmall as herbs to the potz 
BOW it ſo fell out, that having ſlain a very great 
number of them, they were (as every honeſt man 
ought to be) as good as their words; then ſearching 
further they fond a great quantity of plums which 
the Romans had brought along: with rhem to put in 
their puddings, for as you may read in Lipfis, rhe 
Romans never went withcut ſtore of meal ; then ſaid 
the Yandals one to another, (they made a very fair 
ſpecch, ) /et ws be merry, and let ws put theſe pluans to our 
mInc'd met, and eat np the carcaſſes of (ur enexeies3 
with that the Vandals ſhouted ſo loud that they 
ſhook the very Alps themſelves. Others relateand 
among the reſt Dr. Harwar in his treatiſe of the ex- 
cellency of myſtard, how that the daughter of Aſtre- 
gow, ſhe was the lilter of Gerrdibert, did by chance 
beibg a liquoriſh dame, and not knowing what to 
doe With ſome cold meat that was left at ſupper, 
mince the ſame meat and pnt plums thereto, ſhe 
alſo mixed ſome herbs with her meat, which was 
well approved of; fo that having taſted the ſweets 
thereof, ſhe commended it to her father and it be- 
came the faſhion to cat plurs pes, and hath been 
yſed in the Court of Princes ever ſince, ſo that there 
was hardly any time of the year but you might have 
had thefe Lombardy pyes at White- hall, But Col. Pride 
a Saint of the Greek Church writes in his Comment 
upon Tex Conats Travels, how that St. James of Co 1:- 


poſtells 
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poſtefle a Spaniſh Saint, being in the Wilderneſs of 
Arabi, was overtaken with hamger. Now ſeeing 
that in that place he could have no afliſtance 
from Earth, he fell to his prayers; now as he 
was at prayers, gaping and winking, as our 
brother Caſe uſes to doe, it ſo fell out that 
a mince pye dropt from the skie into his mouth, 
even as Avcilia or ſheilds of Aars dropt from 
heav'n into the Eapzrol, Hecould pray no longer 
becauſe his mouth was ſtop'd : therefore he Eat 
what Heaven had ſent him, Now you muſt con- 
ſider that this miracle was ſoon divulged abroad 3 
ſo that this ſort of Pye became to bein a kind of 
ſacred and reverent eſteem among the people. 
And this was the reaſon of our fore-fathers, out 
of their great wiſdome and piety did ſet this Pye 
alide among all the wonderful variety of Pyes for 
the celebration of that ſolema Feaſt called Chri- 

ftmas. | 
Now you'l ſay how are theſe Pyes to be eaten ? 
why they are to beeaten hot, cr to be Eaten cold ; 
Now if you cate them hot, you: mult take a great 
care leaſt you bura your Chaps: But if you Ear 
them cold, there is no great danger of that, and 
you eat them more ſecurely and with leſs trouble. 
And therefore my advice my beloved to you is, 
that you cat them cold. For I have heard ofa 
Bridegroom that was kill 'd before he could lye 
with his Bride, for adventuring to ſhovel k ot 
minc'd Pye down his throat for a wager.

this Dr. Harmar ſaith, thata man' ought not to 
make above two bits of an 0:dinary Mine'd Pye. 
Buc Dr. 44arict a notable Caſuilt,in theſe diſputes, 
and a Man of a ſharp Stomack, 1s of opinion that 
a man cught to Swallow them whole: And there- 
fore he was the firſt in the world that cauſed them 
to be made after the falbivn of Zoats that, they 
might ſwim dowa his guiler the e:fier ; & indeed 
he wasa mighty encmwy to iour cornerd pies, for 
he ſaid they were uſed ro ſtick in his throat. How 
theſe perſans mentioned in my t<xt did cat their 
Pyes | cannot tell, or whether they did put any 
Sackin them orno : yet tis very probable; for 
Wihgpnaketh the heart of man glad; and it is 
ſaid ii my_ text when they that had eaten their 
Plun pies they rejoyced exceedingly. Now my belo.. 
ved to tell ye how they rejoyced will be a mat- 
ter of great difficulty. Onely this we can ſayin 
General, that their hearts leapt within them, that 
isto ſay thr hearts danc'd Sarrabands and Co- 
rants for joy that they had eaten their plum pyes.
